d. In winter the rihng preſages froſt, and in froſ- 
ty 5 if it falls three or four divitoas there will 
follow a thaw; but if it rifes in a continued froſt, ſhow 
may be expected, 

© 4th, When foul weather happens ſoon after the 


falling of the mercury, expect but little-of it; and the 


ſame infer, if fair weather ſucceeds ſhortly after its riſe, 

« 5th, When the mercury continues to riſe ſor two 
or three days before the foul weather is over, expect a 
continuance of fair weather to follow, 

*+ 6th, In fair weather, when the mercury falls much 
and low, and continues fo for two or three.days before 
the rain comes, then expect much vet; and probably 
high winds. 

» 7th. The mercury generally riſes very faſt after 


great ſtorms of wind, when before it was very low. Dr... 


Halley mentions that he once obierved it to riſe an inch 
and 2 half in x hours, alter a long continued ſtorm of 
ſouth-weſt wind. a 


Sth, The unſettled motion of the mercury indi- 


cates uncertain or changeable weather, 

+ The words on the plate are not ſtrictly to be ad- 
hered to, though they will in general agree, ſor the 
height of the mercury does not ſo much indicate the 


weather as its motion up and down ; to know therefore. 


whether the mercury is actually riſing or falling. obſerve, 
e iſt. If the ſurface of the mercury is convex, 


(ſtanding high in me middle) it is then riſing. -

+ The foregoing rules are chiefly to be depended up- 
on; but the following are not unworthy of regard, 

_ ** xt, The greateſt heights of the mercury are on 
eaſterly and north-caſterly winds, and its loweſt Ration 
on ſoutherly or weſterly winds. 

„ 2d. Acontinuance of fair weather, the wind being 
in the north, and the mercury high or riſing, is never 
ſucceeded by rain till the wind changes ſoutherly. 

« gd, A continuance of rain from the fouth is ſcarce 
ever ſucceeded by ſettled fair weather, before the wind 
changes either to the weſt or ſome point of the north. 

„ gib. If the mercury falls when the wind is full 
fouth, it ſcarcely ever faiis to be a ſign of rain, «7 

« 5th. If it is going to be cold, froſty, or foggy, it 
riſes pretty high; but it going to be windy or tempeſtuous 
it will then ſink very low, and as ſoon as the firſt fiorm 
is over riſe again apace. 

© The barometer never fails to ſhew the true eauſe of 
the alterations of the weather, and we are thereby pre- 
pared to expect them; but it may ſometimes happen, 
that the column of mercury will not alter its altitude 
agreeably to the foregoing rules, for when the atmol- 
phere is charged with more watery matter than it can 
diſſolve (the atmoſphere is known io be a dillolvent me- 
dium) the ſurplus will form. clouds, and thoſe produce 

wers of rain when the mercury ſtands very high; and 
for the contrary reaſon, there may be ſometimes no rain 
when the mercury is very low. Hence it follows, that 
we are generally ſatisfied by the barometer what wea- 
ther we may at all times probably expect, though ſome- 
times the contrary may happen, and a general monitor 
ſeo any wile man) is better than none at all.
